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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 



3. Claims 7, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Weigl et al. (6,454,945). This 
rejection was originally applied as a 102 rejection in Paragraph 3 of the previous Office 
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Action (mailed 10/03/08). It remains in effect. Please see Response to Arguments 
below for an explanation of the current rejection. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 01/05/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has amended claim 7 to recite using the same label at both the 
first and second trapping portions with the first and second trapping portions being 
teaches the use of different reporter molecules on the beads. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees and notes that the passage cited from Weigl states "the beads 
can be tagged with different reporter molecules". The Examiner submits that the each 
bead may also contain the same reporter molecules since the passage from column 36 
contains additional teachings. Earlier in column 36, Weigl teaches that the plurality of 
reporter beads can be used to detect a variety of analytes. Then Weigl states "Each 
reporter bead comprises a substrate bead having a plurality of at least one type of 
fluorescent reporter molecules immobilized thereon. Plurality as used herein refers to 
more than one." The Examiner submits that this is a teaching of each reporter bead in a 
plurality of beads having the same type of fluorescent reporter molecule. The beads 
may also contain other types of fluorescent molecules as well (at least one type....). 
Two different beads having the same fluorescent molecules would meet the claim 
limitations as currently written. 
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5. In the event the passage cited by the Examiner does not teach a plurality of 
different beads each having the same reporter molecule, the Examiner then further 
submits that it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a plurality of 
beads having the same label. One would provide multiple beads having the same label 
in order to provide increased binding surface area for binding analytes in the sample. 
Multiple beads having the same reporter molecule would also serve to increase the 
label response during examination (i.e. more beads providing the same signal in 
response to the analyte of interest). Therefore claims 7, 12 and 13 remain rejected as 
being anticipated by, or obvious over, Weigl.
